Mill attack 
cuts off 
bread supply 
in Sarajevo 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— A gutted heap of metal, broken 
glass, collapsed piping and burnt 
flour is all that remains of the vital 
electronic machinery that con-- 
trolled Sarajevo’s main flour mill. 

Mill officials say the Serbian 
shells that wrecked the machinery 
could spell disaster for the hungry 
Bosnian capital. 

The city has only enough flour for 
one-and-a-half day’s baking, the 
mill’s director Dinko Meskovic said 
Monday. 

“Many, many people will die for 
lack of bread,” he said. “More peo- 
ple will die from lack of food than 
from the Serbian shells.” 

Relief officials have promised. 
flour shipments to make up for the 
loss, but mill officials expressed’ 
fears that won’t be enough.

Elder Backman says gospel 
Is superior weapon in life

Elder Robert L. Backman, emeritus member of the 
First Quorum of the Seventy, told students Monday 
that honesty, fairness and respect for others are three 
issues used in ethical decision-making. 

“Honesty is a cornerstone issue. The freedom that we 
all cherish in our society is based on the capacity of 
people to have honest relationships,” Elder Backman 
said. 

Elder Backman told students one 
of the reasons for a decline in 
young people’s accomplishments is 
lack of self-discipline. 

“While young, we often lack self- 
control, motivation and the will- 
ingness to delay personal gratifi- 
cation. My generation calls your 
generation the ‘now generation.” 

In a workable society, selfish 
individualism has to be restrained 
and redirected, Elder Backman 
said. 

“Though fairness and restraint 
may not make us ‘best off, we will 
be better off than in a society 
where there are no rules con- 
straining the actions of ourselves 
and others.” 

The best weapon for living hon- 
orably and ethically in the world is | 
the gospel of Jesus Christ, Elder 
Backman said. 

“It provides a philosophy of life 
to lift us and a divine plan to 
inspire us.” 

Elder Backman gave the stu-

dents a strategy to help overcome the pressures to 
commit sin: Prepare yourself with information, build 
your inner strength and make a commitment to do the 
right thing. 

Responses to problems become easier if people have 
prior knowledge of who they are and their divine 
potential. If people understood their own identity, 
they would not be so anxious to be someone else, Elder 
Backman said. 

Elder Backman gave the students four guidelines 
written by Karl G. Maeser to 
make ethical choices: To love God 
is the beginning of all wisdom; 
this life is one great homework 
assignment in the principles of 
immortality and eternal life; man 
grows only with his higher goals; 
and never let anything impure 
enter here. 

The formula for overcoming fear 
and building inner strength is to 
hold tight when you fear. Don’t 
run and take another step, Elder 
Backman told students. 

Now is the time to make your 
decision that you will not succumb 
to the pressures and temptations 
that you face, he said.

Recent production has been in the 
range of 40,000 loaves, he said, and 
on Monday only 20,000 loaves were 
being baked. 

U.N. spokesman Mik Magnusson 
said the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees would 
pledge 50 tons of flour daily 
through its humanitarian relief 
efforts. 

But Meskovic cited the difficulty 
in getting supplies inland to 
Sarajevo because of the war. 

“I would be very glad if they give 
that to us,” he said. “We'll see.” 

Officials said the bombardment at 
the mill, a frequent target, began at 
mid-morning Sunday. 

Three shells — one of them a 
phosphorous shell that ignited — 
penetrated the seventh and eighth 
floors of the mill, they said. 

But some of the reporters and 
photographers inspecting the site 
said the holes left by the shells 
appeared insignificant compared to 
the havoc inside. 

Meskovic said all the mill’s elec- 
tric controls are ruined, and 
machinery from Italy cannot be 
replaced while the siege is on. 

Mill workers were bitter over the 
destruction. 

“There are no words bad enough 
to describe these people,” said 
Sevda Glavas, a 22-year employee.

PROVO — Utah County spends less per resident than any other coun- 
ty in Utah, according to a research brief by the Utah Foundation, a pri- 
vate tax research organization. 

Utah County spends $72 per capita, compared with the statewide aver- 
age of $223 for the 29 counties. 

Rural counties had the highest expenses per resident. Daggett County 
was at the top of the list with expenses of $1,281 per capita, and Millard 
County was second with $1,070 per capita. 

Garfield County was third with $789 per capita. Rich County followed 
with $778 per capita. 

The report also showed Utah County has the fifth lowest tax rate in the 
state, topping only Box Elder, Washington, Beaver and Daggett counties. 

Sanpete County has the highest tax rate, followed by Morgan, Weber, 
and Sevier counties. 

The report shows Utah’s 29 counties will spend an estimated $395.8 
million from their general operating funds in 1992. That total is up 11.5 
percent, or $40.8 million, from the amount budgeted last year.

New AIDS vaccine approved for testing 


WASHINGTON — A biotech company’s effort to rush an experimental 
AIDS vaccine to large-scale human trials was rebuffed by government 
researchers, so it went the old-fashioned way: it lobbied. 

It hired former Sen. Russell Long, one of Washington’s legendary 
powerbrokers who now is a lobbyist with a rare asset — access to the 
Senate floor. 

The result? Congress slipped $20 million into a $250 billion Pentagon 
spending bill for the coming year, earmarked for trials of a Connecticut 
company’s developmental drug. 

But that move created what some say is a dangerous precedent: That 
politicians, not doctors, can make life-and-death decisions about drug 
testing. 

The provision in the defense appropriations bill, already signed by 
President Bush, earmarks $20 million for large-scale clinical trials of the 
vaccine gp160, a genetically engineered version of a protein that sur- 
rounds the virus that causes AIDS. 


College president gives OK to snooze

snooze. At midday. That’s what the new president of Teikyo Marycrest 
University says people on campus should do. 

Naps are very good for us, spiritually, mentally and physically, Joseph 
D. Olander wrote in his first directive after taking over Oct. 1. 

“Therefore, I should like to encourage each of you, sometime between 1 
and 2 p.m. every day, to take a 10- to 15-minute nap,” he said. 

Some of Marycrest’s 1,400-student campus are nodding their heads in 
approval. Others say, “No Way!” 

“T have a class from 1 to 1:50, so I don’t take 10 minutes out then, but I 
take 10 minutes out of my own schedule,” said David Stedwell, associate 
professor of communications. “It’s a positive experience,” Stedwell said. 

Olander said it’s OK to nap during class. 

“T would like to encourage faculty who are teaching during that hour to 
ask students simply to lower their heads at their desks with them and 
take a nap,” he wrote: ; eye ore ee an cer 
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According to the Church release, 
youth should talk openly about 
racial tensions within their fami- 
lies and schools.

Congressman Owens under- 
stands that enactment of a 
Balanced Budget Amendment is 
the only mechanism that can force 
Congress and the president to 
make these difficult decisions. But 
fundamental structure reform of 
the federal budget is still in order. 

Unlike the budgets of state gov- 
ernments, the federal budget 
structure fails to differentiate 
between capital and operating 
expenditures. Its structure does 
not facilitate either deficit reduc- 
tion or pro-growth investment. 

To resolve this dilemma, Owens 
has introduced the Capital 
Budgeting Act of 1992. Under this 
bill, the federal budget must be 
divided into operating and capital 
accounts. The operating account 
would include the vast majority of 
federal spending, such as entitle- 
ment programs, defense and inter- 
est on the debt. The capital 
account would include only the 
nonadministrative expenditures of 
those programs that foster eco- 
nomic growth — education and 
training, civilian research and 
development, and commercial

The government could borrow 
only a limited amount for items in 
the capital account, and these 
funds would be repaid over time. 


Deficit reduction 

Owens knows the primary hin- 
drance to economic growth is the 
gross accumulation of debt built 
up over the past decade. The fed- 
eral government is not entirely to 
blame for our national debt — 
fully two-thirds of the decline in 
national savings over the past 
decade is attributable to commer- 
cial and consumer debt. 

Nevertheless, Owens knows that 
the federal government must do 
its part. Congressman Owens will 
continue to make deficit reduction 
his top priority. 


State must back 
new industries 


Utah’s No. 1 problem is that its 
citizens don’t make nearly enough 
money. Utah’s political leaders 
have failed ste pmecup with a 
‘Strong, industi icy. Since. the 
problem is Utah’s low wages, we 
need to concentrate on high-paying 
manufacturing jobs, fabricating 
plants and other heavy industrial 
plants. I am the only candidate 
running for governor with an 
industrial business background. 

Utah has abundant labor and a 
great climate, so what is wrong? 
We focus too much on the tourist 
industry, which pays low wages, to 
the exclusion of heavy industry, 
which pays high wages. We need to 
spend money promoting tourism, 
but we need to emphasize industry. 


Improving labor force 

The Cook budget plan has as its 
major goal an increase in the mis- 
erably low wages and salaries of 
workers in all Utah private and 
public sectors, using reasonable tax 
cuts as a major fiscal tool.

Thayne Robson, a University of 
Utah economist, said in a March 7, 
1992, Tribune article, “The biggest 
obstacle facing Utah’s future eco- 
nomic growth is the deteriorating 
quality of its labor force.” He 
claimed 25 percent of the students 
graduating from Utah high schools 
are illiterate and dysfunctional and 
worthless in today’s job market. 
Student achievement has fallen 
from a high point in 1965, and 
average teacher salary rankings for 
Utah have fallen from 24th in the 
nation in 1967 to 46th in the nation 
in 1991. One must not forget that 
as we fight for our 46th-ranked-in- 
pay teachers to approach the 
national average, we must fight

Small businesses 
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must be helped 


The first order of business must 
be to stimulate the economy. All 
the action (in terms of job cre- 
ation) in our economy is over- 
whelmingly in small business. 
Unfortunately, Washington still 
regulates and taxes as if all busi- 
nesses were the size of General 
Motors. We must implement tax 
and regulatory policies that help 
small businesses rather than hin- 
der them. Getting small business- 
es moving is the key to getting the 
economy moving. 


Changing taxes 

To stimulate the economy we 
need to consider changes to our 
tax system. The Democrats in 
Congress have consistently 
opposed three vital tax reform 
measures that every responsible 
expert in tax and economic reform 
says we need. 

These are a cut in the capital 
gains tax, restoration of the 
investment tax credit and the 
deductibility of Individual 
Retirement Accounts.

From fiscal year 1988, the year of 
the huge tax hikes and the tax 
protests, to the governor’s new rec- 
ommended budget for fiscal year 
1993, the total state budget has 
grown by over $1 billion, represent- 
ing a 7.8 percent per year increase. 
Inflation has averaged 3.4 percent 
per year and population growth 1.4 
percent per year for a combined 
inflation plus population increase 
of 4.8 percent per year. If the gov- 
ernor had lived up to his 1988 cam- 
paign promise to limit budget 
growth to the growth in inflation 
and population, over $100 million 
per year could have been available 
for tax cuts each year while contin- 
uing to increase essential service 
budgets, school budgets, and 
indeed all government budgets by 
4.8 percent per year, or approxi- 
mately $180 million per year. 


Tax program 

I strongly recommend we embark 
on a 5-5-Freeze tax program. The 
5-5-Freeze means reducing and 
capping sales and income taxes at 
5 percent and freezing property 
taxes. In doing this, government, 
education and essential service 
budgets would continue to grow at 
slightly more than the rate of infla- 
tion and population increase, while 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
could be injected back into Utah’s 
private sector via tax cuts to stimu- 
late jobs, higher wages and higher 
salaries for all workers.

Business regulation is another 
area we need to address. Everyone 
wants a clean environment, safe 
working conditions and honest 
business relationships, but many 
of the regulations in place try to 
accomplish these goals at the 
expense of small businesses. We 
need to have regulation that 
addresses these legitimate con- 
cerns in a way that does not bur- 
den small businesses. 


Federal deficit 

There are several steps we must 
take to reduce the federal deficit. 
First, we must cut discretionary 
spending in all governmental 
departments. This includes the 
Congress. Second, we should cut 
waste, fraud and abuse from gov- 
ernment spending by implement- 
ing many of the remaining recom- 
mendations of the Grace 
Commission, which was convened 
to investigate how federal money 
was being spent, to identify waste, 
and to recommend cuts. This com- 
mission identified billions of dol- 
lars in wasteful spending that 
could be cut from the federal bud- 
get. Third, we can safely reduce 
the amount of money we are 
spending on our national defense. 
I support the defense cuts pro- 
posed by Defense Secretary Dick 
Cheney, which total about 25 per- 
cent spending over five years. 


Upcoming needs 
demand new jobs 


Utah must create thousands of 
quality, high-paying jobs in the 
next several years. It is estimated 
that Utah’s work force will 
increase to approximately 1.2 mil- 
lion by the year 2010. This will 
require the creation of 443,000 
new jobs. In order to meet the 
employment needs 6f Utah’s 
exploding, working-age popula- 
tion, we will need to create more 
than 25,000 good jobs annually. 

Creating these quality, high- 
paying jobs will be at the top of 
the Leavitt administration agen- 
da. And we will begin this effort 
by revitalizing and improving our 
education system because quality 
jobs will come only when workers 
are well-trained. We are compet- 
ing for jobs today in a global, high- 
tech marketplace where proper 
training and education mean the 
difference between success and 
failure.

The plan, 
called a “guarantee” 
by U-Lock makers, covers the loss 
of a bike at a range of $100 to 
$1,000, depending on the bike and 
several other factors. Most bike 
specialists caution their customers 
to read the fine print of the guaran- 
tee. 

“You have to register by sending 
away information for the guarantee 
to apply,” said Naomi Wrankle, 
salesperson at Swen’s Schwinn 
Cyclery. 

Wrankle said most customers fail 
to register for the guarantee, and 
don’t realize the requirement until 
after their bike has been stolen. 

Registration alone doesn’t secure 
full recovery of a stolen bike. 
Russell Richards, manager of 
Pedersen Ski and Sports, said the 
U-Lock doesn’t offer a warranty —

Although stores said the U-Lock 
was their best seller, there are rea- 
sons why customers don’t like to 
use it.

The compilation of documents 
includes notes taken by then- 
agency director John McCone dur- 
ing White House crisis meetings, 
estimates by the intelligence com- 
munity, reports from Cuban 
agents, and memoranda coded 
Ironbark — meaning they were 
based on information from one of 
the most valuable Soviet spies of 
the Cold War, Col. Oleg Penkovsky. 

If the CIA could do it over, 
Studeman said, it would pay more 
attention to the informants report- 
ing sightings of Soviet missiles in 
Cuba, and analyze better how the 
Soviets viewed deployment of mis- 
siles outside their borders.
